immediate importanos of enlisting the interest of the Stete milritian comm 
in ordsr to direct the post-war pisns to the nutritional goals.

Texas; and Walton County, Georgie. (H.R. This is net the Pare Security proreem 
end in open to all farm families.) Another aub-committss outlined a State plen 
for physical resources and this outiins wes made available te States for their 
work on postewer plannins. 


Im Period Ti the Federal committees did uot as a sreup develop amy planse Taetecd 
it attempted to ruide tins work of the nine deca committees, sekting up a 
series of tasks for them to perform. Inciuded im these tasks were (1) assembly 
of facts about agricultural conditions, (2) statement on long time objestives 
for the asricultural papulatioz; (3) stetement on prebebis agricultural godies 
tions st the ond of the war, and (4} development of recioual plans for pest-mr 
agriculture. 


Feoam the very beginning Shere was a resietence toward developing & public 
works progvem unjess it ceuld be aimed to impreve the conditions of apricultural 
lifes In order to carry cut their objectives, the rezianal committees seeded 
Facts. Ga of the first jobs they tackled was te prepare am Atlas fur 4 ge GULGLA e 
In fact, sine atleses were developed in nine repiens. ‘information on ail 3 
of agricultural resources, production, income, marketing, health, housing, 
was put together, sane of it very fregnentsry. 


Period III beranm in July 3243, with a conference of resionel chairmen and the 
Inter~bureau Commiteser at Milwaukee. At this conference, some rajor steps 
were teken toward gearing the cooperation of the Committee on Policies of the 
land=Crant Colleges Association. Following this mesting a commiitee on post-war 
planning was creat:d by the Land-Grant Collere Associntion and most of the 
rerion:l committ-28 expanded thsir membership to include State collere ropresen~ 


tatives. 


There wes much discussion of machinery of operetion, of rezional plans 
vS. metion 1 plans onc of cpeoprephical vse functional planning. A decision was 
made, hoyever, to continue work on a recicnal-<rfeorrachicel basis and slso on a 
functiorul sesis through the work of "national working croups.”"

fmother conference of regional chairmen was held in Usshisgton in October 
$43. This conference was concerned primarily with ths discussicn of mechanics. 
erionel plans were developinr very slowly and some persons quostioned how 
vaiuabis they would be for practicel operationsy At this meetinn therefore the 
Secretery of Agriculture asked for = not nine rerionai revorts but 42 Stete 
reperts which would be due Fehru:ry 29, 1944. Ideally, the reports were to be 
corepsred by the States. However, if they were not written by the Statos, they 
were to be written by. representatives of the Depertment. The rerional chairmen 
were to arrence for the reports with the people from the Land=Grant Colleges 
and others equipped to do this work in the regional committees. A few of tha 
States eculd not comply with the request and their reports wsre written by 
representatives of the Deprrtment. 


At the iiashington conference, a sus ested outline was developed for the 
State reports including a section on nutrition. This outline cn nutrition was 
ceveloned ty staff rembers of the Sureau of Human Nutrition and forme Economics 
end the Office of Distribution. It was not sent directly to tha State but went 
through the same channels as cther outlines, thst is, to the recional chairman, 
from the rezional chairman to the chairman of the State Cellere committee 
{usueliy the head of the State Collere} end perhaps eventually to chairman of a 
sub=committce on nutrition. ie 


ifter the Stete revorts were received in "rshinrton cn February 29, 1944, a 
national workine croup om nutrition was orranized 'y Dr. Sherman with representa- 
ties ef ell the avencies in Arprieulture th:t have mutrition prograns. ‘he 
members were sskec to comment on the amutrition sections of the State reports. 
{Cories of cements by the working group were distriiuted to members of the Plare 
ning Committeee The camittce twas cautioned, however, to accept this report as 
confidential because it has "just pone to the Secretary as a confidential 
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memorandun.") A report will be prepared in the. near future by the «roup for 
relesso to State Collores, State Nutrition Committses and other persons interested 
in the field. : 


(Wiss Marris su-rested that the croup mircht wish to discuss where the State nutri- 
tion committecs fit inte the post-war plenning prorram.) Ifiss Jeter pcinted 
out thet the traditions1 State contact of the Department of Arriculture is the 
Lendcrent Collerc. In sons instences, the State nutrition committees vere 
brourht inte the post—var planning from the very berinning by *he Collare and 
took vart in making the State report. The Texas and South Cerclins rerorts and 
three or four of the others show the varticipation of the State nutrition com- 
mittess and the invortence of their influencee It was acknowlsdred thot the 
short time alloyed for the report was one of its chief defects. Also, the out- 
line developed fer the mutrition section did not always ret into the bends of 
the >eoplie wio were to write the report; and the workers most able to prepere 
the report were not elways invited to participate. Neverthelexs the report as 
now compiled can afiord a meens for future plannine; and it is anticiprted that 
the reports will be developed further as a basis for rction. 


It was acknowled-sd that at the very beginnins, the Deprrtment of Agriculture 
intended to focus on rurel problems and services; however, it has become quite 
apperent that the planning for nutrition must extend into the urhan as well as 
ruret arses end include other azencies besides those in Arricuiture. 


Miss Jeter said, “When it comes to mutrition, you have to brine in the total 
populetion. Plemning for nutrition is extremely complicsted.® 


Tt was succested thet -e start with a part of the job. Mavbe we could determine 
neecs end start our plarming theree 


Miss Uarris centioned thet Dre ‘ilhelm Anderson, Secretary of theAs>palechian 
Re-jonal Commitics wented to send the State Yutrition Committees the commlete 
veport (ice. the State re ort on all subjects including nutrition) and to ask 
them to follow up by undertaking a better plan for nutrition on a wider basie. 
Miss Joter saéaid he hed asked lirse Grace Anfle of the Sureau of Mumen Matrition 
and Home Lconomics, who is a member of the regional comniitiee,to cover the 
States to sea if creater intorest on the part of State Nutrition Cermittees might 
be enlisted. Miss Jeter seid that she had recommended the participation of the 
Pisld consultants ef the Nutrition Prorrems trench instead, su-cesting that they 
would be in a better position to do this job than lirs. Ancie. They would doubdt- 
less be travelins through the States in connection with their recular progran 
es they mirht be able te talk with the “tate chairman and other leaders con~ 
rmigc in this program and interest them in developins a report which would 
vetuieiie be descriptive of the nutrition planning within the State. Ur. Anderson 
said thet he wanted that repert by July lo 


The Syreau cf Human Nutrition end Home Economics suzzested thet it mirht be bet=- 
ter to kaye the States work at their owm pace and thet the emphasis should be 
upon sctuaiiy plennins and carrying out prcgrams rather than uv0n preparing 
paper plans.
